This section is predominantly colored but does contain three other 
small racial groups — a colony of Spaniards along St. Nicholas 
Avenue, a small Jewish element and a group of Scandinavians 
inhabiting the Mt. Morris Park area. Tenements and old style 
homes, kept in good condition in the Morris Park area but badly 
neglected elsewhere, constitute the housing facilities. Stores, 
theatres, and a heavy pedestrian and automobile traffic make 
125th Street a shopping thoroughfare of major importance. This 
street does not depend entirely on the Negro trade as it draws 
heavily from surrounding communities. 116th Street is important 
locally, with a large turnover of lesser quality merchandise. 
Smaller retail stores in the food, drug, and household field appear 
along the north-south avenues in this area. 
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
